Applicant's argue that the teachings of the prior art references (Hegde and de Farias, Fakhouri and Leachman) do not teach or suggest, 
"wherein backorder costs penalties are determined independently for each set of prioritized demands and each successive linear 
programming model allocates a range of backorder costs within a priority group to which resources are currently being allocated," according 
to Applicant's independent claim 1, and "wherein during said allocating processes, each linear programming model allocates a range of 
backorder costs within the priority group to which the resources are currently being allocated," (Remarks, p. 16). Examiner respectfully 
disagrees and, as shown in the Final Rejection, Fakhouri [29,23] does reference hierarchical decision making and in addition, Leachman 
teaches how backorder costs (penalties) are allocated in a hierarchical fasion and applied independently. Moreover, the notion of a priority 
group is taught by Fakhouri in that various resource groups are described, and further, such groups are given a priority (see e.g., Fakhouri 
[21,55] "...to specify a priority for a resource group..."). In view of the arguments, the 101 rejections are overcome. 
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
